Seven Convicts Try to Escape 


from & Stockade. 


ONE KTU.ED AND THREE WOUNDED. 


Two Guards Also Killed and Another Se- 


riously Hurt—Two of the ConvieU Suc- 
ceed IB Making Their Escape—Disgust- 
lag and Brutal Fight Between Two Men 
in Pennsylvania—Arrested for Violat- 
ing- the Postal Laws. 
COLB CrrY, Ga., Jnne S3.—Seven convicts 


at Cole City attempted to escape from the 
stockade Tuesday morning. One of them 
named Largdell was killed and Ward and 
?almer (white) and Jackson (colored) were 
atally wounded. They were all armed, 
having overpowered the guards and se- 
cured guns, and in the fight killed Pat 
Bowland and Jack Banking, guards, and 
wounded Captain Moreland, foreman, se 
riously. Those at large are negroes. At 
i o'clock Tuesday morning Captain J. 
tforeland, assistant warden at Slope camp, 
went into the stockade, where 200 convicts 
irere confined. He was accompanied by 
Jesse Bankin, a night guard. 


They Wanted Overalls. 


After the convicts had been counted ana 


the majority sent off to the coal mines 
•even asked to remain behind in order to 
» furnished with overalls, claiming thai 
ihey had been working in a wet place in 
the mines. The seven were J. H. Lans 
downe, S. H. Lansdowne (father and son), 
Sam Green. Wilson Palmer, John Ruther- 
lord, Abe Wayman and Georgo Ward. As 
;hc assistant warden started for the gate 
Wiisoa Palmer, a burly whita convict 
serving a term for safe-blowing, drew 
» revolver and ordered the officer's hands 
up. Alter relieving the officer of his pis 
tol Palmer fired his revolver within a tool 
of the officer's face, inflicting a fatal 
wound. 


Two Mode Their Escape. 


Bankin in the meantime had been over 


powered, but struggling to his feet man- 
iged to escape by knocking down a con 
vict. The seven desperate men made a 
rush for Captain Moreland's office, where 
they knew arms were kept. 
They se- 


cured a double barreled shotgun and bar 
ricaded the door. By this time the guards 
were aroused, and a general fusillade en- 
sued, resulting in the casualties men 
tioned above. While the firing was In 
progress, Abe Waj man and John Buther 
lord made a break from the office and sue 
ceeded in escaping. 


THEY FOUGHIT_UKE DOGS. 


Two Mon Tear Each Other's races to 


Pieces with Their Teeth. 


SHAMOKIX, Pa, 
June 23.—The most 


cruel and unique contest tba* ever took 
place in this part of the state, occurred 
early Monday morning in West Coal 
township, between Patrick Ryan an<3 
James Levitt. 
It was a biting match 


of ten rounds, in which the contestants 
were horribly abused, There had been 
some jealousy between them over Levitt'8 
wife, it is alleged, and when the principals 
met they concluded to have a prize fight 
with bare knuckles. 
It was midnight 


when they met with a couple of hundred 
friends on a platform. After fighting a 
few rounds the 
principals agreed to 


throw the struggle into a biting match 
Their hands were strapped behind their 
backs. Then time was called. 


Horrible Brutality. 


Ryan dodged Levitt's rush and before 


the latter recovered he was lacerating his 
opponent's cheek. Levitt immediately re- 
taliated by sinking his grinders into 
Ryan's neck, cutting the skin and flesh 
For an hour they snapped and growled at 
* »ch other like ferocious bulldogs tearing 
each others' faces. Ryan sprang upon hia 
half-fainting opponent and deliberately 
tore out of joint his lower jaw. The spec- 
tators, unable to stand further brutality 
tore Ryan off and the men were carritc 
home. At the termination of the crue 
scene both fighters looked as trough they 
hid been torn by some wild beasts. Hai 
they carved each other down the face with 
penknives the disfigurement could not 
have been worse. Such a horrible affah 
has never before disgraced the "coal re 
gion. 


Violated the Postal Laws.

Robinson, a citizen of Goodman, Huron 
county, was Monday held for trial by tht 
United States commissioner in the Unit- 
ed States district court for violating thi 
postal laws.

OIL PUMPING ON SUNDAY. 


Important Decision Handed Down by • 


Fennsjlvanla Jndge. 


PlTTSBtnRG, June 23.—Judge White 


handed down an opinion in the case ol 
William M. Gillespie and Albert Varner, 
oil operators, for violating the law In do- 
ing work Sunday at their wells at Chart 
iers. The court held that the pumping ol 
wells was not absolutely necessary, and 
was, therefore, a violation of the law.

Chartierh field satisfies me that If pump- 
inn were stopped every Sunday tho life 
of the well would not bo shortened and 
the produce in the well would bo as great. 
All wells die out In a few years, but they 
die out from exhaustion of the oil."

Every one In Moultrie county is watching 


with keenest interest a "trial that opened 
yesterday afternoon at Sullivan, with Judge 
Vail on the bench. It is the trial of young 
Lucas Seass for the murder of John Glori- 
ous, a few months ago. John Glorious was 
one of the most prominent and wealthiest 
farmers in Moultrie county. Young Seass 
is a member of a wealthy and well known 
family. He went to see Glorious and 
claimed some hogs. A dispute followed, 
Seass was ordered off the 
place, and 


started. 
He 
claimed 
that 
Glorious 


was following him with a club as if to 
strike, and to protect himself, Seass shot 
Glorious, who died almost instantly. 


A great crowd was present in court yes- 


terday when the case was taken up, and 
the work of getting a jury began. Seass, 
except for a slight nervous twitching in his 
hands, appeared perfectly cool. He sat di- 
rectly behind his counsel, Hons. John K. 
Eden and Horace S. Clark. His brother, 
Levi Seass, sat to.'the right of him. The 
prisoner was dressed in a dark and whit 
seemed a heavy woolen suit of clothes. 
During the progress of the trial he reached 
for a fan that was lying on the table beside 
him. He used it for some time but finally 
seemed to grow tired of it. His nieee, 
Miss Ora Seass, a highly educated and in- 
telligent young lady, of pleasing appear- 
ance, sat a little distance off.

pnt down the fan she moved over to where 
he was, picked up the fan and bRgau to ply 
it for him.

How a Large Amount of Unnsed Electric- 


ity will be Utilized. 


Electrician W. B. Burk, of the Decatur 


Electric Light company, who has already 
made a number of valuable electrical in- 
ventions, has now about perfected one that 
will be of untold value, not only to him- 
self, but to all humanity as well. 
The 


machine 
which 
has 
just 
been 


completed in Mr. Burk's workshop on the 
top floor of the electric company's power 
house, is a marvelous one,-unique in ap- 
pearance and wonderful in operation. It 
consists of a strange combination of fly and 
balance wheels and numerous coils of cop- 
per wire joined to a cylinder of polished 
brass, one end of which projects Into a wire 
cage filled with cats. When the machine 
is started one/>f the cats is drawn into the 
cylinder, which revolves with amazing ra- 
pidity. After the lapse of three minutes 
the operator touches a spring and the cat 
emerges from the cylinder with hair and 
tail standing on end and wild, flashing 
eyes, aud is droopped into a tub of cold 
water. 


During the revolution of the apparatus 


electricity equivalent to 10 horsepower has 
been extracted from the cat's body and 
stored in the cylinder. 


Mr. Burk says the cat is nature's Leytten 


jar, andean be used twice a day as de- 
scribed, without injuring its health. 
He 


claims that his machine will revolutionize 
the mechauical world. 
By its use a single 


cat can be made to furnish electric light for 
a three-story house. Its value in a city no 
larger than Deecatur is incalculable.

mating that there are 50,533 cats in Decatur 
alone, 
they 
represent 
an 
electric 


force 
nearly 
equal 
to 
,, 100,000 


continuous horse power, which is sufficient 
not only to illuminate the whole city, but 
to provide all the motive power needed in 
every branch of industry. Moreover, the 
motor will be conducive to the peace of the 
community, since the power of the animals 
for nocturnal caterwauling diminishes in 
exact proportion to the extraction of their 
electricity.
